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It  is  earnestly  desired  that  contril)utions  he  taken  up  in  the  several 
churches  in  this  city,  for  the  Cambkidgk  Disimcnsary,  on  Sunday,  the 
19th  of  December,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  found  convenient. 

The  medical  officers  of  the  Dispen.sary  are  five  District  Physicians, 
each  of  whom  receives  a small  salary,  and  eight  Attending  Physicians 
at  the  Central  Office,  whose  services  are  rendered  gratuitously. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  first  of  October,  the  District 
Physicians  attended  594  cases,  made  2167  visits,  and  issued  1742  pre- 
scri2)tions.  During  the  same  period  682  cases  were  treated  at  the  Cen- 
tral Office  : 1835  office-calls  were  met  with  appropriate  advice  and 
remedies,  and  1969  jjrescriptions  were  issued  by  the  Attending  Physi- 
cians. 

During  this  period  the  entire  cost  of  administration  for  the  Jfispen-, 
sary  was  $1328.71,  of  which  $1101.23  came  into  the  treasury  from 
contributions  in  the  several  churches. 

The  exjrenses  for  the  ensuing  year  are  estimated  at  not  less  than 
two  thousand  dollars,  the  whole  of  which,  it  is  hoped  will  be  contrib- 
uted by  the  churches,  as  this  is  i^reeminently  a Christian  charity.  It 
cannot  escai)e  observation  that,  at  the  ordinary  and  legitimate  charge 
for  their  services,  the  contribution  made  by  the  physicians  alone  will 
considerably  exceed  the  entire  sum  solicited  from  the  benevolent 
public.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  i . 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Cambridge  Dispensary 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  the  Directors  may  determine ; and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of 
the  President  and  Clerk,  or  by  request  of  any  two  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation,  made  in  writing  to  the  Clerk,  — 
all  of  which  meetings  shall  be  notified  by  the  Clerk  by  a 
written  notice  in  hand,  or  sent  through  the  post-office,  to 
each  member,  at  least  three  days  before  the  time  of  each 
meeting. 

Article  2. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  a President,  a Clerk,  a 
Treasurer,  and  a Board  of  five  Directors,  one  residing  in 
each  ward  of  the  city ; all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Article  3. 

The  President  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  at  all 
meetings  of  the  corporation.  He  shall,  also,  be  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Article  4. 

The  Clerk  shall  duly  notify  all  meetings  of  the  corpo- 
ration and  of  the  Directors,  and  keep  a full  record  of  the 
same. 

Article  5. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of 
all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  deeds,  and  other  securities 
^ belonging  to  the  Dispensary,  which  he  shall  keep  and 
control,  under  the  direction  of  the  Directors  ; paying  out 
such  sums  of  money  as  the  Directors  may  order,  for  the 
salaries  of  the  district  physicians  and  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Dispensary.  He  shall  also  make  up  his 
account  to  the  last  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and 
shall  exhibit  the  same  to  the  corporation  at  their  annual 
meeting.  He  shall  give  a bond  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties,  if  required  by  the  Directors^  in  such  sum 
and  form,  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties,  as  they  shall 
approve. 

Article  6. 

The  Directors  shall  meet  for  organization  within  one 
week  after  their  election.  They  shall  also  meet  quar- 
terly, on  the  second  Thursday  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any 
time,  on  the  requisition  of  the  chairman,  or  of  any  two  of 
the  Directors. 

Article  7. 

Three  of  the  Directors  shall  constitute  a quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  If  any  vacancy  occurs  in 
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their  number,  they  shall  at  once  fill  the  vacancy  by 
ballot. 

Article  8. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  to  manage  and 
regulate  all  the  affairs  of  the  Dispensary,  and  report 
annually  of  their  doings  to  the  corporation. 

Article  9. 

The  visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation  not  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  visit  the  Dispensary  at  least  once  a 
month,  in  the  order  designated  by  the  Directors,  and  the 
term  of  office  of  each  shall  be  two  months. 

Article  10. 

Whenever  so  inclined,  the  visiting  Committee  ma}'" 
visit  the  in-door  patients  of  the  Dispensary,  with  or 
without  the  district  physician. 

Article  ii. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  corporation,  at  their 
annual  meeting,  thirteen  phj’sicians  to  the  Dispensaiy  : 
eight  as  attending  physicians  to  a central  office,  and  five 
as  district  physicians.  One  of  said  physicians  shall  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  central  office ; shall  see 
that  the  office  and  rooms  are  kept  in  good  order,  that 
the  books  are  carefully  and  regularly  kept ; and  shall 
keep  an  inventory  of  all  surgical  instruments  which  may 
be  intrusted  to  his  care,  and  shall  be  accountable  for 
the  same.  He  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Directors, 
incur  such  current  expenses  as  the  good  of  the  inslitu- 
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tion  shall  require,  and  report  to  the  Directors,  at  their 
quarterly  meetings,  the  amount  and  objects  of  the  out- 
lay. 

Article  12. 

Any  one  of  the  attending  or  district  ph}^sicians  may 
be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Directors,  for  what  is 
deemed  by  them  sufficient  cause ; and  they  shall  at  once 
call  a special  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and  report  the 
same  to  them,  who  shall  have  power  to  take  such  action 
as  they  may  see  fit. 

Article  13. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attending  physicians  to 
attend  at  the  office  of  the  Dispensary,  at  such  times  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Directors,  and  to  prescribe  for 
all  patients  during  their  respective  hours. 

Article  14. 

A general  register  shall  be  kept  at  the  office  of  the 
Dispensary,  in  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician 
to  enter,  in  separate  columns  ruled  for  the  purpose,  the 
name,  age,  residence,  place  of  birth,  disease,  the  medi- 
cine given,  and  attending  physician  of  each  patient. 

Article  15. 

When  any  important  operation  is  to  be  performed 
upon  a patient  of  the  Dispensary,  one  or  more  consulting 
surcfcons  shall  be  called  in  consultation  ; and  no  such 

o 

operation  shall  be  performed  on  any  patient  by  a physi- 
cian or  surgeon  of  the  Dispensary,  unless  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  consulting  surgeon. 
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Article  i6. 

Each  of  the  districts  shall  be  placed  under  the  charge 
of  one  of  the  district  physicians,  and  patients  unable  to 
attend  at  the  office  of  the  Dispensary  shall  be  regularly 
visited  at  their  respective  homes,  as  often  as  their  cases 
shall  require,  by  the  physician  in  whose  district  they 
reside. 


Article  17. 

A register  for  district  patients,  similar  to  that  of  out- 
door patients,  shall  be  kept  by  the  district  physicians, 
and  a quarterly  report  thereof  shall  be  made  to  the 
Directors. 

Article  18. 

Each  physician  must  reside  within  the  district  he  has 
in  charge,  unless  with  the  permission  of  the  Directors  to 
the  contrary,  and  shall  promptly  notify  them  in  case 
of  a change  of  residence. 

Article  19. 

The  district  physician  shall  have  the  privilege  of  visit- 
ing the  office  of  the  Dispensary  at  all  times,  and  shall,  at 
the  request  of  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  central 
office,  attend  and  perform  service,  whenever  such  service 
is  required  by  the  number  of  patients  or  by  the  absence 
of  the  attending  physician. 

Article  20. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physicians  to  give  particu- 
larly plain  directions  for  using  such  medicines  as  they 
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may  prescribe.  And,  as  far  as  practicable,  they  are 
requested  to  use  the  formulas  contained  in  the  list  of  pre- 
scriptions which  have  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the 
Dispensary. 


Article  21. 

Should  indisposition  or  other  cause  prevent  a phy- 
sician from  attending  to  his  duties,  he  shall  immediately 
report  the  same  to  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  central 
office,  who  shall  appoint,  temporarily,  some  physician  to 
take  charge  of  the  vacant  district,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  Directors  at  their  next  meeting. 

Article  22. 

In  case  of  emergency,  where  the  physician  in  whose 
district  such  case  may  occur  cannot  be  found,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  any  physician  of  the  Dispensary,  who  may 
be  first  met  with,  to  attend  the  patient  for  whom  succor 
is  sought. 


Article  23. 

The  salaries  of  the  district  physicians  shall  be  deter- 
mined from  time  to  time  by  the  Directors. 

Article  24. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
legal  meeting  of  the  corporation  : provided  that,  in  the 
notice  calling  such  meeting,  it  shall  have  been  stated  that 
an  alteration  or  amendment  is  to  be  proposed ; and  not 
otherwise. 


Article  25. 

The  office  of  the  Dispensary  shall  be  kept  open  during 
such  hours  and  upon  such  days  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Directors. 


Article  26. 

No  persons,  but  such  as  are  necessitous,  shall  be 
deemed  objects  of  this  charity.  All  such  shall  be  at- 
tended to  by  the  physician  of  the  Dispensary,  who  shall 
in  no  case  receive  compensation  from  Dispensary  patients 
for  services  rendered.  If  any  question  arises  as  to  the 
necessitous  condition  of  the  patient,  it  shall  at  once  be 
referred  to  and  decided  by  the  Director  residing  in  the 
same  district  with  the  patient. 

Article  27. 

No  smoking  or  tobacco  shall  be  allowed  in  any  of  the 
rooms  belonging  to  the  Dispensary. 

Article  28. 

The  President  and  Clerk  shall  act  as  auditors,  and 
audit  the  Treasurer’s  accounts. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS 


Cambridge  Dispensary. 


In  the  second  line  of  Article  i of  the  printed  copy  of 
the  By-Laws,  the  “ first  Wednesday  of  October  ” to  read 
the  third  Thursday  of  October. 

The  first  four  lines  of  Article  1 1 to  be  changed  so  as 
to  read  : There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors,  in 
the  month  of  November,  thirteen  physicians  to  the  Dis- 
pensary, eight  as  attending  physicians  to  a central  office, 
and  five  as  district  physicians  ; and  these  physicians  shall 
commence  their  term  of  service  the  first  of  January  fol- 
lowing, and  hold  their  appointment  for  one  year,  unless 
sooner  removed  as  herein  provided. 

In  Article  12,  omitting  all  after  the  first  three  lines, 
and  substituting,  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused. 

Article  29.  The  corporation  shall  be  limited  to  thirty 
members,  seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a quorum.  All 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  corporation. 

Adopted  by  vote  of  the  Corporation,  Oct.  19,  1875. 
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
